There is every in- 
dication of a super- vitality in the ac- 
tivities of Webb Lodge during the we- 
riod of it- labors. Men of character 
and ability were added to its roster 
and Sucec-s seemed to murk it for 
her own. Then, as a stroke from 
out the blue, Adversity ciiine. The 
Morgan episode of 182ti came on 
apace and the historian of that pe- 
riod observes : "The whole Temple of 
Masonry was shaken to its base by 
Se commotion that followed. Two 
and Lodges went down under it 
everal others stood for a time en 
the verge of dissolution and serious!: 
contemplated musonic suicide. The 
true work ami progre— of the craft 
in ull parts of the I'nion were ar- 
rested and for several years no ad- 
vantage was guined in the cause ot 
Social Ethics in the I'nited States." 
\iili masonic sentiment abounded to 
the full. Webb I^idge caught in the 
maelstrom of this sentiment went 
down but left a record of which her 
successors are proud. In the year 
1834 the charter was forfeited and 
for ten years masonry slept.* 

The frenzy of opisisition in the 
oa I ion reuched its crest when it en- 
tered the arena of politics but the 
fiver soon subsided leuving the craft 
in excellent condition for construc- 
tive work. 

In 1844 the brethren of Kentucky 
began to look beyond themselves und 
with true musonic charity sought the 
education of the orphaned issue of 
their deceased. In this period of 
rennaisance the masons of Owing*, 
ville and its environs determined hi 
reorganize and reestablish the fra- 
ternity in their community. Strong, 
sturdy men, the leading spirits of 
their day and the progenitors of 
in. in of the present orgunixatioii, 
were granted a dispensation by ihe 
(Irand Lodge of Keutuck.i, Sept. liih, 
1844. On Cel. 13th 1846 Maury 
l<odge No. 141 had it- birth. 

Matthew Muury, the patron of 
this reorganized body, wa- ls.ni in 
the Valley of Virguiia. Transplanted 
to the soil of Bath county, he wus a 
moving spirit in the niyktones uf 
musonry. He died Sept. 4lh, lt»#b 
and his body sleep- among those he 
ur Silent Citv.

Detroit, Mich.— Detroit's 3,000 school 
teachers also will benefit under tna 
plan suggested by Mayor C'ouzens and 
approved by the Council, by which city 
employes receiving less than $1,700 a 
year are to be given a "hlgh-cost-of- 
llglng allowance" in addition to their 
regular salaries.

Western Newspaper Union News Bendr* 
nichmond, Ind - The mob of strik- 
ing Iron molder* and strike sympa- 
thizers broke Into the plant of the 
Richmond Malleable Casting Co. and 
captured the strike breaker*. These 
men surrendered, after which the mob 
formed a hollow square and escorted 
them to the railroad station, where 
they were placed aboard a train for 
Chicago. All wlnodw* In the factory 
which had not been broken during the 
bombardment by the mob were shat- 
tered when the crowd forced Its way 
Into the building to capture the strike 
hrenkers. 

Two companies of Indiana state mi- 
litia were In readiness to proceed to 
the plant of the Richmond .Malleable 
lasting Company to preserve order at 
the foundry, which was bombarded by 
a mob of striking molder* and sym- 
pathizers, who threatened to lynch 73 
strikebreakers at work in the plant 
Decision as to the use of the *tato 
troops was reserved, however, peinbiu 
the fulfillment by the strikebreakers of 
their promise, made after a conference, 
wllh Assistant Police Chief McNnlly, 
to leave the city for Chicago on tlio 
ilrst available train. Pleas for troop* 
were telegraphed to Gov. James P. 
Goodrich after Mayor William Zimmer- 
man, Gtth Freeman, Prosecuting At- 
torney id Wayne county : SherlfT Clem 
Carr anil Police Chief Alexander <ior- 
man hail Bart dad t hut the situation at 
the casting plant was beyond the con- 
trol of city and county authorltle*. 

The decision to appeal to the Gov- 
ernor for troops was reached at a se- 
cret conference at the <lty Hall. 
Slrlk.-rv and their friends determined 
to forct'Uhe strikebreakers to leave the 
plant and the city, ami when they 
inarched to the factory they were met 
by a fusillade of shots tired by the. 
men In tl*e plant. None were wonndeil, 
but the voHey enraged the mob to such 
an extent < that bombardment of tlio 
building wjis begun.
